N. Y. Court Issues Bench 
Warrent For Arrest 
t 
Of No. 1 Red 


WASHINGTON, May 17— (A P )~ 
The $ 30,000 bonds posted by Com­ 
munist Gerhart Eisler in two crim­ 
inal cases today were declared for­ 
feited by the U. 8 . district court 
here 
At the same time the court is­ 
sued a bench warrant for Eisler’*8 
arrest, as a person ineligible for 
further freedom on bail while the 
cases are pending. The actions in­ 
volve contempt of congress and pass­ 
port fraud. 
The government plans to use the 
warrant issued today as a princi­ 
pal exhibit In getting Eisler extra­ 
dited from England, where he fled 
as a stowaway on the Polish ship 
Batory. 
U. S. District Judge James W. 
Morris entered the orders in the 
local court in response to a series 
of motions offered by the United 
States government 
through Wil­ 
liam Hitz, assistant U. S. attorney 
for the District of Columbia. 
Prosecuted Eisler 
Hitz prosecuted Eisler in the two 
criminal cases in 1947. Judge Morris 
was the presiding jurist then. The 
trials resulted in sentences of one 
year and $ 5,000 fine for contempt 
of congress and one to three years 
for falsifying information on an 
application for an exit visa. 
There was discussion, too, of add­ 
ing a new charge to 
the

against Eisler: 
“ Departing 
the 
court.” 
The 52-year-old 
Eisler, alleged 
former No. 1 
Communist in 
the 
United States, skipped the country 
May 6 as a stowaway aboard the 
Polish liner Batory. He was taken 
off the Batory by Scotland yard 
men when the ship touched Eng­ 
land. 
, 
The U. 8. State department has 
requested that he be returned to 
face two sentences here: One to 
three years for using false names 
and hiding his Communist affilia­ 
tions, and a one-year term, for 
contempt of congress. 
Hitz said Eisler violated the terms 
cf his ball and indicated the new 
prcsecution of Eisler as a fugitive. 
“ We’re not overlooking anything 
in this case," said Hitz, who pros­ 
ecuted Eisler in the earlier cases. 


China Problems

Joseph D. Keenan, director oi 
are union’s political league, said 
the votes on the compromise MU of 
Rep. Sims (D-SC) and the com­ 
paratively tougher measure of Rep. 
Woods tD-Ga) were clear tests of 
labor strength in thè house. There 
have been no such tests in the sen­ 
ate to date, Keenan said. 
Sees Added Support 
He expressed the opinion that 
another 15 to 20 votes could be at­ 
tracted in the house among Repufc- 
dicans and southern Democrats if 
a suitable clause providing for seiz­ 
ure of strikebound mines or plants 
could be worked out for the bigger 
disputes. 
AFL President 
William 
Green 
after a White House conference 
last week, emphasized hi® organiza­ 
tion was opposed to use of injunc­ 
tions but was willing to halt major

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COLUMBUS, May 17—(AP)—The 
Truman administration and govern­ 
ment spending came in for some 
heavy blows from three Republican 
senators here last night. 
Senators Robert A. Taft and John 
W. Bricker of Ohio, 
and Senator 
Owen Brewster of Maine spoke to 
some 1.C0C members of the Ohio 
Federation of Republican women’s 
organizations. 
Taft led the attack by declaring 
the Republicans have succeeded in 
blocking most of the Truman pro­ 
gram except spending. But he add­ 
ed “ w ell check that before we get 
through with this congress.’’ 
The Ohioan gave this outline of 
his party’s accomplishments in stop­ 
ping the President’s program:

Plan To Decorate 
Bald Spot Under

WASHINGTON, May 17—(UP> — 
The house thinks it’s time an artist 
painted on th at bare spot under the 
capitol dome. 
I t’s been bare for 72 years. It is 
a 26-loot section of the nine by 300- 
foot frieze circling the dome in the 
capitol rotunda. 
Italian-born Constantino Brumi- 
di. who painted works of art at the 
capitol for 26 years at $10 a day, 
began the work; in 1877 when he 
was in his 70s. 
One day while sitting on the scaf­ 
fold 90 feet above the floor, he be­ 
came ill. 
He died three months 
later on Feb. 19, 1880.

Another Italian-born artist, Fll 
ippo Costaggini, 
took over.

a small world war scene in the 
center as a sample of his work.

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HOFFMAN TELLS 
CONGRESS FIRST 
PHASE ECA DONE 


WASHINGTON, May 17— <UP>- 
Foreign aid Chief Paul O. Hoffman 
told congress th at the first phase 
of western Europe’s recovery was 
nearly completed by the end of 
1948. 
In his third quarterly report, the 
Economic Cooperation Administra­ 
tor said that Industrial production 
in moat of the Marshall plan na­ 
tions was back at prewar levels for 
the first time 
Hoffman 
emphasized, 
however, 
th at an “extensive program of ex­ 
pansion and adjustm ent of produc­ 
tive capacity” is needed to restore 
economic independence by the end 
of the European Recovery Program 
in 1952. 
ECA aid to China, he said, war

WASHINGTON, May 17—(UP) —

p ush southern coal op erators into a 
corner. 
Although wary as always of trying 
to second guess the mine workers 
p resident, some industry 
sources 
were half ex p ecting Lems to inv ite 
northern and "cap tiv e” coal op era­ 
tors to meet with him here at the 
v ery time his union is negotiating 
with southern op erators hr Bluefield, 
W. Va. 
TTie.se sources believ e he may be 
following the strategy he used in 
1947 the last year the .southerners 
tried sep arate negotiations. At that 
time, Lewis let the southern group 
stow at one Washington hotel while 
he negotiated a contract at another 
with northern op erators and steel 
comp anies owning "cap tiv e" mines. 
Then Lewis insisted that all other 
op erators—including the southem- 
- rt -accep t the same terms. They 
did. 
So far Lewis hasn't ev en sent con­ 
tract termination notices to the 
northern and "cap tiv e" op erators 
under the Taft-Hartley act. Tech­ 
nically these notices should hav e 
been sent early this month on the 
contract which is slated to ex p ire 
June 30th. 
Josep li E. Moody, p resident of the 
Southern Coal Producers Assn.. is 
op timistic and confident about the 
Pluefield p arley, which 1« sched­ 
uled to begin on May 28. Moody 
and lewis announced agreement cn 
the date and site yesterday. 
Moody said the southerners are 
’er.eratlv determined to p ress the* 
Bluefield negotiations to a success­ 
ful conclusion. 
A large segment of the Southern 
Coal Producers association, how- 
v er, is known to hav e op p osed orig­ 
inally the sep arate negotiation p an 
and to hav e fav ored a united coal 
industry front against Lewis.

WASHINGTON, May 17— <AF)~ 
The United States today has up to 
20,000 more military men in Eu­ 
rop e than a year ago—because 
Russia Insisted on trying to block­ 
ade Berlin. 
The total 
American strength— 
now ap p e ars to be ov er 115,000. A 
year ago It was a little under 97,- 
000. The figures do not Include 
crews of U. 8. ship s in the area. 
The airlift continues, desp ite the 
lifting of the blockade, p ending 
p ossible dev elop ments. 
The increased military manp ower 
is chiefly in the air force—the air 
crews and thousands of mainte­ 
nance and sup p ly men sent there to 
run the Berlin airlift. Howev er, a 
p art of the increase also is ac­ 
counted for by Nav y p ersonnel. In­ 
cluding air crews of transp orts, as­ 
signed to the airlift. 
No significant increase In strength 
was required for the army to begin 
its p art in the airlift—p rov iding 
ground transp ortation, cargo han? 
dllng, guards, housekeep ing duties. 
Not Airforce 
The build-up in American strength 
in Europ e which Russian p ersistence 
In the Berlin blockade comp elled 
does not include air force combat 
units assigned to Europ e as p art of 
rotational training p rograms or on 
p ermanent station in the occup ied 
zone. These assignments were made 
before the p ressures arose out Of 
the Berlin imp asse. 
At the moment, four air com­ 
bat units are in the Europ ean 
area: Two B-29 group s basing in 
England and there on three-month 
rotational training p rograms; two 
fighter group s in the U. S. zone of 
Germany. 
A B-29 group consists of 30 air­ 
craft. each p lane hav ing a normal 
crew of about a dozen men 
A fighter group is 75 p lanes, one 
p ilot p er p lane. 
The B-29s art* serv iced and main 
talned by tire USAF dep ot at Bur­ 
ton woed, England, whose p rimirv 
function currently is maintenance 
of p lanes used in the airlift. 
The two fighter group s hav e their 
own sup p orting organizations, thus 
actually comp osing a full wing each 
ind each with about 1.700 men ■ 
The airlift has been op erated 
with fiv e troop carrier group s and 
■me p rov isional group of air force 
p lanes, the p lanes used chiefly as 
cargo carriers. Aircraft, including 
Nav y, assigned to the airlift total 
142, the largest p art of them four- 
cngined transp ort« . Normally, a 
troop carrier group has a comp le­ 
ment of about 800 men and with 
its sup p orting organizations, totals 
« ba rf 1,500. Howev er, the unusual 
conditions of the Berlin airlift is 
assumed to hav e require A larger 
p ersonnel for the units.

(Co ntinued fro m Page 1) 
he was assigned to recruiting wo rk 
and was sent to Pittsburgh and 
then to his ho me to wn o f Salem in 
Octo ber. 1948. When the o ffice was 
c H T e T i n ’ April he said, “I’v e 
had eno ugh so ldiering,” and he re­ 
ceiv ed a well-earned retirement dis­ 
charge. 
Changes Hav e Been Made 
Hay es has acquired an army phil­ 
o so phy . 
He said that y o u can’t 
co mpare the o ld army with the 
army o f to day . “When I first went 
into serv ice a man had to get o ut 
and really so ldier. The recruits o f 
that day went thro ugh intensiv e 
training at their first camp and 
knew just what was ex pected o f 
them when they were assigned to a 
po st. A co rpo ral was a high-no n­ 
co mmissio ned o fficer in tho se day s 
and 
he had 
respo nsibilities 
to 
match,” he recalls. “The discipline 
was much ro ugher in tho se day s. 
The strict rules and general o rders 
were o bserv ed at all times." 
He remembers that there were 
mo re ceremo nies and mo re elabo r­ 
ately o bserv ed drills and co lo rful 
parades. Hay es said that in early 
army y ears he sto o d guard mo unt 
ev ery night. 
There is a difference In enlist­ 
ment requirements o f y ester-y ear 
and to day , he declares. Fo rmerly a 
go o d phy sical co nditio n and a no r­ 
mal amo unt o f fo rmal educatio n 


was ail that was needed. 
No w a 
higher amo unt o f educatio n is re­ 
quired and enlistees 
u su ally are 
cho sen fro m their reco rd o f special­ 
ized kno wledge in o rder to handle 
the mo dern equipment and to o k o f 
the army . 
Training scho o ls hav e 
been set up by the army to teach 
so ldiers ho w to o perate the up-to - 
date equipment. 
Hay es said airplanes o f the Wo rld 
War I army might be called “egg- 
crates,” co mpared to 
the super­ 
speed ships used to day . He remem­ 
bers the mule carts that were used 
to haul mo st ev ery thing 
aro und 
army po sts when he first enlisted 
and he has seen the steps o f pro ­ 
gress in tanks. In Wo rld war I the 
first tanks had so lid metal tracks, 
had o ne tu rret and held o nly o ne 
man. 
So me tanks to day carry fiv e o r 
six men as crews. During serv ice 
day s he has trav eled by fo o t—he 
has taken 200-mlle hikes —small 
tro o p transpo rts. “L.C.T.” o f Land­ 
ing Craft Infantry , Mo to r co nv o y , 
tank co nv o y and he has flo wn to 
so me po sts. 
Hay es feels that his mo re than 27 
y ears in the Army has benefited 
him in many way s. "I wo uld nev er 


hav e go tten such a wide sco pe o f 
educatio n thro ugh trav el 
In 
the 
States and abro ad, in any o ther 
way .” 
He credits 
his 
ex cellent 
phy sical co nditio n at 54 
to 
the 
training o f the army . 
“But then,” Hay es said, "there 


are so me o ther things in life and 
I’m go ing to catch up o n so me o f 
the things the army did no t giv e 
me time to do .” 
He is liv ing with his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs, Albert Hay es, N. Lin­ 
co ln av e.
